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GOOD GUERNSEYS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


The picture from which the cut on our cover was made was sent 


us by Mr. Samuel Yost of Stillwater, Pa. 
same, writes as follows of his herd: 

“T am pleased to know there is such a publication as the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal, and herewith enclose photo of some of my regis- 
tered Guernseys. I have been a breeder of Guernseys for five years 
and am very much interested in the advancement of the breed. I 
have never had my cows officially tested, but have cows that are 
milking 40 Ibs. a day, and churning 64 Ibs. of butter each in the 
month of January. I fed these cows $5.27 worth of grain, and $2.00 
worth of roughage, leaving a net profit of $13.21 per cow. I have 
been fortunate enough to procure the service of Dimple Bloom 14369, 
sired by Imp. Yeoman 8618, and dam sired by Imp. King of the May 
9001, and granddaughter of Dolly Bloom; and also the service of 
Imp. Frane Masher 14550, sired by Sequel’s Monogram 1838 P. S., 
and out of Armour des France IV. 5208 P.8., for my herd of cows. 
I am expecting something pretty good from these bulls bred to my 
best cows.” 


Mr. Yost, in sending 


A breeder in Pennsylvania writes: “Starting with the first of 
December, 1910, for a period of seven weeks, ending with January 
18, 1911, we were milking eight cows, and produced 490 lbs. of butter, 
or an average of 70 lbs. per week. We had two more cows to freshen 
between the 12th and 13th of January, and with those two cows 
were then milking ten cows, and the first week following the 18th of 
January we churned 91 Ibs. and the second week 90 lbs. 

“During the week they made 90 lbs. we tried the dam of the calf 
for which I send the birth report, and she produced 294.90 Ibs. milk 
and 17.8 lbs. of butter in 7 days. Five of these cows are registered 
Guernseys, and the other five are just cows, but pretty good ones. 
These cows are not all fresh. There was some milk and cream used 
in a family of three. The milk is all separated, and the cream made 
into butter in pound prints, which is taken once a week to the city 
of L———. We have private customers for almost the entire 
amount and received 40 cents per pound during December, and 38 
during January. No middlemen between the producers and con- 
sumers in this deal. Skimmilk goes to calves, pigs and chickens, 
and cheese for market. H. B.S.” 


Rose Bishop 12529, owned by R. J. Harlow, of Homer, Mich., is 
now giving 30 Ibs. of 6.00% milk per day on dry feed. Her sire 
Sir Fantine 4416 won first at the Wisconsin State Fair in 1896, 1897, 
and 1898. Her dam, May Bishop 8604, gave 13.95 lbs. fat in 7 days, 
she being sired by Benjamin 1931. 


In sending an application for entry of a heifer calf, a breeder 
writes as follows: “A few words about the dam of this calf. She first 
freshened January 19, 1910, at 1 year 10 months. We began weigh- 
ing her milk February 1, 1910, and in eight months she gave 4700 
Ibs. of milk, containing 230 lbs. fat. She was dry two months and 
freshened the second time Jan. 2, 1911, with another heifer by Vega’s 
Glenwood. We began weighing her milk on January 5, and will 
make 800 Ibs. milk, 32 Ibs. fat in twenty-six days, or a total of 5500 
Ibs. milk and 262 Ibs. fat in one year, besides two very fine heifer 
calves, before she is three years old. This heifer has not had as 
fair treatment as she should, as her ration contained no succulent 
food whatever from November to May, and no grain from May 
to November. I believe if silage or roots were fed, her flow 
could be increased to 40 Ibs. milk per day, as she has a great udder 
capacity, and is a very good feeder. Be. f-” 


In the London Live Stock Journal of December 30th, in reviewing 
the dairy cattle, the following comment is made regarding the 
Guernseys: 


The smaller breeds of dairy cattle, such as the Jerseys and Guern- 
seys, are undoubtedly among the finest breeds of dairy cattle in the 
world. 

This breed is principally valuable for crossing purposes, and the 
infusion of blood from a pure-bred Guernsey bull into a herd of deep- 
milking Shorthorns is a sure way of improving the stock. The off. 
spring grows to a larger size than that of the Jersey, and are usually 
more favorable for meat production. The milk is fully equal to that 
of the Jersey in butter fat, and the average yield per cow is greater. 
For butter-making purposes especially Guernsey milk is particularly 
adapted, and it is surprising how great an improvement can be 
effected in the color of the produce when produced mainly from Short- 
horns by the introduction of a strain of Guernsey blood. The latter 
breed are most naturally suited to the system of productive grazing 
where the pastures are good and easy of access; and they also possess 
special qualifications for the combined systems of grazing and hand 
feeding. It is significant to note that the Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association officially declares that the cattle have been selected and 
bred with a view to utility rather than beauty, and for a maximum 
butter production of a high quality. These facts explain the rela- 
tively plain appearance of the Guernseys, as well as the rich orange 
color of the skin and the golden appearance of the milk and butter 
produced from such animals.

It is now nearly a year since you have been to my place and 
looked my Guernseys over, and described them in your valuable 


paper. I do not want to flatter you but I must congratulate you on. 


your judgment and ability to be able to tell what heifers will develop 
into. 

I have just read over your description of my herd in your paper 
of April 7, 1910. I then had about a dozen imported heifers which 
had not freshened; yet when you saw them, after looking them over, 
you predicted that certain ones would be persistent workers, others 
would be rich, others would be winners in the show ring. You 
certainly picked out the winners. 


When they freshened I started them for the A. R. Several of 
them have finished their year’s work, and qualified with very credit. 
able records. Those that have not yet finished their year have 
enough to their credit now to qualify. 

I must tell you of the work of several of those which have qualified 

Portia of Detonia 18983 A. R. 807 dropped a bull calf, Oct. 12, 1909, 
Started her for the A. R. Nov. 1, 1909. By mistake she was bred 
the same day she started her year’s work, 19 days after dropping 
calf. She carried this calf 287 days, finished her year’s work with 
a credit of 8864.11 Ibs. milk, 439.19 Ibs. fat. While this record is 
not as large as some cows have made, I think it is a very creditable 
record considering the conditions under which it was made, both of 
her calves are bulls, both by Imp. Raymond of Saints 13839. I am 
reserving the older one for use in my herd. I think he is worth 
watching, will send you a photo of him later on. 

When you looked at Imp. Golden Rose 25576 you said “She will 
be a worker, milk is written all over her.” She freshened Dee. 9, 
1909. Started for the A. R., Dec. 24, 1909, finished her year with 
a credit of 8986.60 Ibs. milk, 415.31 Ibs. fat from Dee. 24, 1909, to 
Feb. 4, 1911. In 407 days she gave 9866.8 Ibs. milk and 461 Ibs. fat. 
Still milking 20 Ibs. a day, soon due to freshen again. 

Imp. Amiable IV. of the Vauguiedor 25580 and Imp. Sookey of 
the Vaugiedor 25582, two more of your favorites, have not yet fin- 
ished their year but have exceeded the requirements for admission 
to A. R. 

They are both very rich, testing as high as 7.08 per cent. 

They both dropped bull calves on the same day Feb. 23, 1910; 
sired by Imp. Sequel’s Encore, 13842 a son of Galaxy’s Sequel. They 
are exceptionally fine and with the breeding they should make great 
sires. I have also two yearling heifers by same sire which have the 
best udder development I have ever had on heifers of this age and 
you know I had some good ones last year. If these half brothers of 
theirs improve the next generation as much as these heifers have 
improved over their dams I am anxious to see them. 

We held the first county fair in Bucks County last September that 
has been held in this county for 25 years. I intended writing you 
about the success we had but neglected doing so, and by this time 
fair news is a little stale; however I will say that we had an excellent 
exhibit of dairy cattle. About 75 head of pure bred animals. My 
herd won eight first premuims, two seconds and one third and one 
fourth. 

Imp. Fillpail X XI. No. 26706 won grand Champion prize over 
all breeds, and all classes.

HIGH RECORDS AND STERILITY 


A careful study of the advanced register of Guernsey cattle brings 
out the following facts: There are 1112 advanced registry records 
reported in the latest volume, and of this number of cows only 55 
were reported not in calf at the close of their year’s test, or a total 
of 4.9 per cent. There were 23 cows of all ages that had produced 
400 Ibs. of butter fat and were not in calf during their test, or a total 
of 2.06 per cent. 

The percentage of cows, of different ages, which were in calf during 
the test was as follows: 

Five years or above, 93.3 per cent. 

Four and a half to 5 years, 95.5 per cent. 

Four to 41% years, 97.7 per cent. 

Three and a half to 4 years, 95.6 per cent. 

Three to 31% years, 94.9 per cent. 

Two and a half to 3 years, 96.5 per cent. 

Two to 2% years, 95.4 per cent. 

Putting this test on a little more scientific basis, and requiring all 
cows, reported as being in calf, to be two months in calf during the

THE WISCONSIN DAIRY COW COMPETITION 


By PROF. F. W. WOLL 
Chemist to Agricultural Experiment Station, Madison, Wis. 


The Wisconsin dairy cow Competition came into existence 
through our desire to aid in the further development of Wisconsin 
dairying by stimulating the interest in yearly testing of cows for 
milk and butter fat production. Work along this line has been done 
by our Experiment Station for nearly twenty years past; especially 
during the last ten years it has assumed considerable importance 
and has become of great value to our breeders of dairy cattle. In 
the spring of 1909 the dairy press announced that the manufacturer 
and Guernsey breeder, W. W. Marsh of Waterloo, Iowa, had given 
$1,000 for prizes for the largest authenticated records of production 
of butter fat for one year made by Iowa cows, and the thought 
occurred to me that it ought to be possible to find a few public- 
spirited men in our state who combined would be willing to do as 
much for Wisconsin as did Mr. Marsh for Iowa. Our professor 
of animal husbandry, Mr. Humphrey, and I took up the matter 
with a number of breeders of dairy cattle and others in the state, 
and some progress was made during the summer toward est ablishing 
a prize fund for a dairy cow competition, but not sufficient to make 
it seem worth the while to go ahead, in view of what had been done in 
Iowa. The matter would, therefore, very likely have been allowed 
to go by default if Mr. Marsh had not stepped in at this time and 
volunteered to do for our state what he had done for Iowa. 

The plan of establishing a dairy competition received a new 
Impetus through this generous offer and the further arrangement 


gave relatively little trouble. A number of Wisconsin breeders of | 


dairy animals, and others, subscribed a prize fund that will amount 
to over $2,000 with accrued interest on the first of November this 
year. In addition, the publishers of Hoard’s Dairyman offered 
a monthly prize of $25 (or $600 in all) to go to the owners of cows 
having the highest production of butter fat for each month during 
the period the Competition will be in progress, from November 1, 
1909, to November 1 this year. A large number of special prizes 
of registered bull calves and of dairy machinery of different kinds 
were furthermore secured, the aggregate value of which about equals 
that of the cash prizes; (Your own Cattle Club offers a special 
silver trophy, being a reproduction of the Guernsey Island milk 
can, suitably inscribed, to be awarded to the ranking Guernsey 
cow in the Competition.) and finally, the American Jersey Cattle 
Club will duplicate all cash prizes, except the Hoard’s Dairyman 
monthly prize, when won by registered Jersey cows. The value 
of all prizes that will be offered in the competition will reach nearly 
$5,000. This sum will be paid to Wisconsin dairy farmers and 
and breeders for records of production of butter fat made by their 
cows, individually or collectively, prior to November 1st this year. 
The College of Agriculture pays for the administration of the tests 
and the traveling expenses of our supervisors, out of the agricul- 
tural extension fund provided by the last legislature, and the farmers 
entering their cows in the competition pay for the services rendered 
by our supervisors of dairy tests in conducting the monthly tests, 
at the rate of $5 per two-day test. 
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Prizes will be awarded for yearly records made by individual 
cows and for groups of two to ten cows in the same herd, the main 
emphasis being laid on the herd prizes for records of production by 
the cows; $1,200 in cash prizes and special prizes to the value of 
$1,000 will be awarded for such herd records or for records made 
by groups of cows in the same herd. Among the six cash prizes 
there are four of $500, $300, $200 and $100 each for the highest 
records of production of butter fat by ten cows in a herd for one year. 
These amounts are sufficiently large to make it an object for all 
owners of good cows in the state to enter these in the Competition, 
as are also the cash prizes of $300, $200, $100 and four of $50 each 
offered for the yearly records made by individual cows. The con- 
ditions of the award of prizes are given in Circular No. 9 of our Exper- 
jment Station, which also contains the rules governing the Compe- 
tition and other information concerning the same. 

The special reason why I personally was interested in getting the 
Competition started was that it gave us an opportunity to try out 
some questions in regard to the semi-official testing of cows which, 
up to the time of the commencement of the Competition at least, had 


not been definitely established. Since this was in a way a private | 


venture of Professor Humphrey and myself, we were able to act 
as benevolent czars in the matter, as it were, and decided on such 
rules to govern the Competition as we considered best and fair to 
all concerned. On a few points we yielded to the wishes of donors 
to the prize fund whom we consulted, but the rules as published 
are essentially our own and represent our ideas of how a Competition 
of this character should be conducted. 

First of all we decided that a regular breeding record should be 
required. No records of cows that are not safely bred within five 
months from the date of the last calving will be considered in the 
award of prizes. We wanted to make the Competition of direct 
practical value to the dairy farmer by securing records for yearly 
production which would not involve a sacrifice of the future useful- 
ness of the cows in the dairy herd and thus enable all dairy farmers 
owning good cows to enter them in the Competition without fear of 
the results for the future. You are all aware how most of the past 
large records of dairy cows were made; the story of nearly all the 
cows ended with the records that made them famous. Within the 
last decade or two only we have had Yeksa Sunbeam, Loretta D., 
Colantha 4th, Johanna and doubtless many others here in the East 
whose names I cannot now recall. The wonderful records made 
by Dolly Bloom and Dolly Dimple of your own breed are among 
the honorable exceptions to this general rule. While of a certain 
physiological interest as showing to what wonderful extent the 
capacity for dairy production may be developed when not inter- 
fered with by the reproductive function, records made by cows that 
are not bred again, or not till toward the end of the testing year, 
are of no value to the practical dairy farmer and breeder, except the 
advertisement he may get out of them, and that is after all an advan- 
tage based on a doubtful ethical principles, for the majority of 
people do not know or reflect that the records were made under ab- 
normal conditions and at the peril of the cow’s usefulness as a dairy 
animal. The cows of the dairy farmer and breeder who depends 
on his dairy for a living, must continue to drop a calf about once 
every year and he must arrange to have the milk production of 
his herd maintained from year to year. By making regularity of 
breeding a condition for the award of prizes in the Competition we 
felt we are able to make the records of direct value and interest to 
all dairy farmers and that records thus obtained will form a strong 
jncentive to all farmers owning good cows to try to have these do 
as well. We have set an example in imposing this condition which 
we hope all cattle breeders’ associations will follow in time and thus 
once for all do away with the criticism made of most large records 
at this time: you got the record, but you killed the cow, if not 
outright, at least as a producing and breeding member of the herd. 
We shall have in this Competition somewheres between 400 and 500 
yearly records that were made under these rules and I think you will. 
agree with me that this material for judging of the productive 


capacity of the modern dairy cow, handled and fed in the majority 
of cases according to our best present information, will be most 
valuable both from a practical and scientific point of view, 

Secondly, we wanted to give emphasis to the method of testi 
for two consecutive days each month on yearly tests, with prelim. 
inary milkings being taken. Since then your own Cattle Club has 
adopted this same method of conducting tests for yearly records and 
I need not further justify our action. If the adoption of this method 
in our Competition had something to do with the change made in 
your rules from one to two-day tests, we cannot but feel gratified 
that we were able to speed a good thing along. 

Thirdly, the records of production so far obtained for dairy cows 
have included milk yields and production of butter fat only. The 
latter constituent, though a very satisfactory measure of the value 
of a cow’s production, does not cover the case fully, and account 
should be taken also of the food materials in the other milk solids 
produced by the cows. Fortunately we have a very good and 
easily applied method of determining the total solid contents of 
fresh milk: viz., by a lactometer reading taken in connection with 
the fat test of the milk, and so we arranged it to take lactometer 
readings on all monthly tests and are obtaining by calculation the 
per cent. of solids in the milk produced by the cows and the produc. 
tion of total solids per month, and ultimately for the entire year, 

Fourthly, we wanted complete feed records for each month of 
all cows entered in the Competition and we are getting them; here, 
however, we have to take the owner’s word for the correctness of 
the records and cannot, to any large extent, verify the figures fur- 
nished us. Hence, we do not feel that they are as satisfactory as 
we would like to see them, but it is the best we can do. If any 
one of you has a plan to suggest by which feed records obtained in 
a Competition like this can be improved so that their accuracy can 
be depended upon with practical assurance I am sure that we shall 
be glad to hear from you in regard to the matter. But the problem 
js not easy, for unfortunately many farmers do not know how 
much they are feeding each of their cows, especially of dry roughage, 
and what is still more important, some would not hesitate to lie 
about the amounts of feed eaten, more particularly about that of 
grain feed eaten, if the award of prizes depended on the feed con- 
sumption of the cows. For the reasons given the award of prizes 
in the Competition will be based on the production of the cows as 
determined in semi-official yearly tests and the figures for feed 
eaten will be used only in our study of the relation of feed consump- 
tion to production by the cows in the Competition. 

Finally, another point which we had in mind was to make the 
Competition open to all kinds of cows, whether pure-breds, grades 
or natives. Even in our state, which is generally looked upon as 
a specialized dairy state, perhaps not to exceed 5 per cent. 
of the cows are of pure bred or grade stock. The 95 per cent. 
more or less, are scrubs or native cows, of uncertain or mongrel 
breeding, and it seemed highly important to interest this class of 
farmers who do not have the stimulus furnished by the systems 
of official testing and the prizes offered by the various dairy breed 
associations. All farmers owning good cows were therefore invited 
to enter them in the Competition, irrespective of the breeding of 
these and a number of prizes are offered for records made by grade 
or native cows only: viz., four prizes, for the highest records of 
groups of five cows in different herds, and three prizes, of registered 
Guernsey, Jersey, or Holstein bull calves, will be awarded for the 
best individual records in as many such herds. These prizes cannot 
be competed for by farmers owning pure-bred cows. For most of 
the other prizes offered, grade or native cows can compete with 
pure-breds on equal terms and are welcome to capture as many 
prizes as they can. 

The Competition is conducted under the general rules governing 
the so-called semi-official tests which our Station has been directing 
for many years past. Our supervisors once a month visit the farms 
where cows are entered and make a two-day test for the production 
of milk, solids and butter fat by the cows, taking a preliminary 
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milking in each case. The average per cent. of total solids and of | 


fat for this two-day period 1s taken to represent the quality of the 
milk for the month and the production of milk is obtained from the 
owner’s records, the figures being verified in a number of ways so as 
to insure their accuracy. The expense of the monthly tests on the 
Competition is $5 per each herd, whether one or ten cows are tested, 
and the farmer must give our men board and accommodations during 
the conduct of the tests and bring them to and from the nearest 
railway station or place of testing. Besides supplying correct 
figures for the milk yields of the cows entered this is practically all 
that is required of them. The Experiment Station or our represen- 
tatives attend to everything else and furnish all necessary blanks 
except the original milk record sheets. 

The Competition was started November Ist, 1909, and_ has, 
therefore, now been running over 15 months. Entries closed last 
December 31st, with a total number of 502 cows entered. Of this 
number 444 were pur2-bred Guernsey, Holstein or Jersey cows or 
heifers, and 58 were grades. The different breeds were represented 
as follows:—193 Guernseys, 207 Holsteins and 102 Jerseys. The 
total number of breeders who entered cows in the Competition are 
56, of which 21 are breeders of Guernsey cattle, 22 are Holstein 


breeders, and 13 Jersey breeders. According to the directory of | 


our State Live Stock Breeders’ Association for 1909 we have 68 
Guernsey breeders in all in Wisconsin, 152 Holstein breeders and 57 
Jersey breeders, that is, about 30 per cent. of the Guernsey breeders 
in the state entered cows in the Competition, 23 per cent. of the 
Jersey breeders, and 14 per cent. of the Holstein breeders. Our 
three main dairy breeds are, therefore, represented quite fully in 
the Competition, and one important fact in this connection is that 
considerably more than one-half of the number of breeders partici- 
pating in the Competition have never done any official or yearly 
testing before and were doubtless in nearly all cases led to take up 
this work on account of the incentive offered by the Competition. 

It will be noted that one class of breeders in this state is not 
represented among those taking part in the Competition, namely 
breeders of native or grade dairy cattle. This class of dairy farmers, 
is as just stated, by far the most numerous of our breeders of dairy 
cattle and makes up the rank and file of the farmers who supply 
milk for direct consumption, or to our creameries, cheese factories 
and condensaries. In so far as the Competition aimed to include 
also this class of dairy farmers it must, therefore, be put down as a 
failure. A few breeders of grade cows entered these, but no herd 
composed of grade or native cows only is represented, and the con- 


ditions of award of prizes announced for this class of herds only will | 


have to be changed when the awards are made next November. 

There are doubtless several reasons why no owners of native or 
grade cows took up this work: first of all perhaps, the labor involved 
in weighing the milk and keeping complete milk records of the cows, 
and second, a lack of appreciation of the necessity of informing 
one’s self as to the production of the individual cows in the herd. 
The latter cause is what also retards the progress of cow-testing 
associations among our farmers. Where we have a bare dozen cow- 
testing associations in our state, the Scandinavian and other north 
European countries, with no more dairy cows than we have, and with 


much less money to devote to this work, have many hundred asso- | 


ciations. Denmark thus had 530 cow-testing associations in 1909, 
Sweden 662, Norway 126, Finland 92, and Germany 207. The 


difference in the number of these associations in existence here and | 


in northern Europe is very likely due to various causes, but the main 
cause is no doubt that our farmers cannot see as clearly as their 
brethren in the old countries that money expended for the work 


herd. For such cows are sure to be found in any herd where a 
systematic weeding-out has not been continued for a series of years. 


Neither the incentive to win one or more of the prizes offered in 
the Dairy Cow Competition that could not be competed for by 
pure-breds, nor the educational value of the testing of cows in the 
herd for their production, was evidently sufficient to induce owners 
of grade or native cows to take up this work. One other factor than 
those already suggested may, however, have had somewhat of a 
deterrent effect; that the yields of the exceptionally heavy-producing 
cows published each month possibly discouraged some farmers 
from entering their cows, as they may have felt that these could not 
make a creditable showing in comparison with the high producers. 
This point no doubt had considerable weight with some and was also 
duly considered by us; when we continued to publish from month 
to month the records of production made by the best cows, it was 
because we felt that it was only due to the breeders whose cows 
made good records to let the dairy world know about it, and because 
of the advertising value of the records made, to the owners of the 
cows and to the pure-bred interests of our state in general. Dur- 
ing the past fifteen months abundant proof has come to us from 
many sources that the value of the Competition in this respect 
has already been very great, so that what may have been lost in 
one way has, we believe, been more than gained in another. 


During the last month for which results obtained in the Compe- 
tition have been compiled, December, 1910, records are furnished 
for 354 cows, of which 38 were grade cows. The different breeds 
were represented as follows in the Competition this month,— 
Guernseys 133, of which 23 were grades, Holsteins 149 (3 grades), 
and Jerseys 72 (12 grades). The records for 298 cows covered the 
entire month and these cows produced, on the average, 925.1 pounds 
milk and 39.755 pounds fat, equivalent to over one and one half 
pounds of commercial butter per head for each day of the month. 
One hundred and eight cows were credited with a production of 
50 pounds of butter fat, or more, for the month. 


The best Guernsey cow for the month was a grade cow producing 
1459.8 pounds of milk, 191.82 pounds solids and 75.034 pounds fat 
(13.14 and 5.14 per cent. solids and fat, respectively) at 14 days 
from calving. Thirty nine Guernsey cows, or 36 per cent. of the 
total number of cows in the Competition during the full month, 
were in the 50-pound class. The average production of the 108 
cows in this class for December was as follows:—1,330.9 pounds 
milk, 54.984 pounds fat, average per cent. 4.13 (average age of 
cows 4 years, 10 months, average distance from calving 85 days). 


The main results of the Competition obtained to date have been 
published from month to month in the dairy press, and lists have 
been given showing what cows produced, or were credited with a 
production of, more than 50 pounds of butter fat during the month. 
This has enabled farmers and breeders to keep close track of the 
production of the best cows and of the progress of the Competition. 
The award of the special prize of $25 a month by the publishers of 
Hoard’s Dairyman for the cow producing the largest amount of 
butter fat during the month has given special interest to the monthly 
reports published, and the record made each time, by what cow and 
breed, the amount of the production, the system of feeding fol- 
lowed, etc., have been watched with interest each month by breeders 
in all parts of the Union. The records of the highest producers 
for the past 14 months have ranged from 61.798 to 93.0 pounds fat 


_and the credits given, after allowing certain handicaps for young 


of determining the production and the feed consumption of each | 


individual cow in the herd will bring large returns and make a most 
profitable investment. The hired-help problem in this country 
is still more difficult than in Europe, which is another reason why 
our dairy farmers should welcome any co-operative effort that will 
enable them to pick out the cows that are yielding them no profit 
and are pulling down the average production and returns from the 


cows, have ranged from 66.263 to 115.443 pounds fat per head per 
month, 7. e., the production of the highest producers for each month 
has, so far, averaged 76.684 pounds of butter fat, or 84.286 pounds 
of fat, if the records are referred to a unit basis of production by 
aged cows. 

These records are of a certain interest on account of the uniformly 
and exceptionally large production of the cows, but they are only 
published incidentally in connection with the award of the Hoard’s 


Dairyman monthly prize; the primary object of the Competition 
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was not to find out what the cows can do in a month, but what their 
production for an entire year will be under as nearly normal con- 
ditions as can be arranged and all other prizes to be awarded in the 
Competition will be given for yearly records. Eighty-eight such 
records have been completed at this time. and with each successive 
month a number of cows will finish their yearly records until the 
end of the Competition is reached, next November, when we shall 
have somewheres between 400 and 500 complete yearly records of 
Wisconsin cows which will make the basis for the award of the prizes 
offered in the Competition. The yearly records now completed are 
made by 37 Guernseys, 28 Holsteins (2 of these grades) and 23 
Jerseys (3 grades). It is not my purpose at this time to give or dis- 
cuss the records made by these cows; suffice it to say, that they would 
do credit to any dairy breed and any dairy state. Six records are 
for a production of over 600 pounds of butter fat. Thirteen of the 
records completed range between 500 and 600 pounds, 30 between 
400 and 500, 32 between 300 and 400 pounds, and 7 only are below 
300 pounds of butter fat. The average production of butter fat 
by breeds comes as follows: Holstein cows 514.2 pounds per head, 
Guernseys 407.2 pounds, and Jerseys 350.6 pounds, and the average 
figures for the entire 88 yearly records are 9,794 pounds of milk, 
1,305 pounds solids and 426.5 pounds butter fat. It should be remem- 
bered that these records were made by cows entered during the first 
few months of the Competition and the cows were not, therefore, 
especially prepared for making large records, as is sometimes done. 
For this reason the records are doubtless lower than will be reached 


during the months to come, but they are good enough for a begin- 
ning. In nearly all cases the cows were bred again within five 
months from last calving and have regular breeding records, drop- 
ping two calves within 12 to 15 months, as the dairy farmer’s cows 
must do if he is to continue in business. 

The average production of butter fat for the 88 cows is equivalent 
to about 500 pounds commercial butter; valuing this at 30 cents a 
pound this production would be worth $150 per cow, a very credit- 
able average income indeed, for such a large herd of animals. 

We cannot all have cows like these; the average dairy farmer has 
neither the necessary capital to buy such cows, nor—harsh as it may | 
seem—the brains to properly handle and feed them if he could buy 
them, but we can probably all do better by the cows we do have,— 
feed them so as to bring them up to the largest economical produc- 
tion of which they are capable, prices of feed and products both | 
considered, and we are not doing our duty to those dependent on — 
us if we stop short of that. 

You may be interested in learning some details in regard to 
the Guernsey records made so far. The cow Mernalette 2d, 14731, 
the record cow for November, 1909, heads the list with a production 
of 12,783 pounds milk, 1,788 pounds solids, and 641.2 pounds fat 
(13.99 per cent. solids and 5.02 per cent. fat); unfortunately she was 
not in calf at the expiration of the five-month limit and cannot, 
therefore, compete for prizes. Two three-year-old Guernseys have 
produced more than 500 pounds of fat: viz., Matin Belle, 20696 
(9,016 pounds milk, 1,340 pounds solids and 50.66 pounds fat, 
credit 582.6 pounds fat; average per cent. of solids and fat, 14.87 
and 5.62), and Yeksa’s Pearl, 21441 (10,778 pounds milk, 1,495 
pounds solids, and 502.6 pounds fat, credit 593.1 pounds; 13.87 | 


per cent. solids and 4.67 per cent. fat); both of these are entitled to 
compete for prizes. Fourteen of the Guernseys produced between 
400 and 500 pounds of butter fat, and 19 produced between 300 and 
400 pounds, the average of all the 37 Guernsey records so far com- 
pleted, being 407.2 pounds, as previously stated. 

The work connected with the Competition is very large and taxes 
the capacity of both our office and testing forces to the utmost 
especially during these winter months when the calls for official 
tests for Holstein breeders are heavy. But our interest in the work 
has been amply justified by the manner in which our breeders have 
taken hold of the Competition, and by the wide-spread interest 
which it has awakened among the dairy farmers of our own state 
and outside of it. Looking at it from a purely financial point of 
view we are confident that the advertisement it has brought the indi- 
vidual breeders whose cows are in the Competition, and the live 
stock interests of our state in general, has paid manifold all expenses 
connected with it and has well paid for all extra work it has brought 
down on us. But we consider the educational value of the Compe- 
tition of much greater importance, both to the individual breeder 
and to the state, than its direct money value. The many breeders 
who were lead to take up regular weighing and testing of the milk 
through the conduct of the Competition have become more interested 
in their individual cows and have found out what these can do under 
the right system of management. They have learned to feed and 
handle their cows so as to secure from them the largest production 
of which they are capable and have in many cases become enthu- 
siastic dairy farmers whose influence in their respective localities 
in the cause of improved dairy management may be counted on from 
now on. From these centers of dissemination of advanced dairy 
knowledge, our dairy industry will receive a new impetus, through 
the continued testing for dairy production, official and otherwise, 
and through a more general introduction of modern methods of 
of dairy husbandry in the management of the herds. 

It is mainly in this direction of the larger educational influence of 
the Competition that we justify its conduct by our Agricultural 
College. We believe that the expenditure of public funds so far 
as the running expenses of the Competition are concerned and the 
Jarge amount of work which the tests and records necessitate, will 


| prove of the greatest benefit to our dairy industry, through the edu- 


cational value of this work to the dairy farmers and breeders of our 
own and other dairy states, and we have finally had an opportunity 
to demonstrate the practicability of public contests in which, among 


_ other things, restriction as to the breeding of the cows is imposed 


and where the production of total milk solids, as well as of milk and 
butter fat, is determined with a reasonable amount of accuracy. 
As to other points that the Competition may bring out, we will 
await its completion by next November, and the compilation and 
working up of the data secured, before they are touched upon. We 
are, on the whole, greatly pleased with the results obtained so far 
and are confident that the data accumulated by the time the Com- 
petition passes into history will form a most valuable material for 


| students of modern dairying and breeders of dairy cattle and will 
_jead to important deductions on many questions with regard to 


the management and feeding of dairy cows under twentieth-century 
methods. 


GUERNSEY FARMERS’ ASSOCIATION 
ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


The annual general meeting of the Guernsey Farmers’ Associa- 
tion was recently held at the Y. M.C. A. premises. Mr. W. Mauger 
presided. 

Mr. A. Le Patourel, Secretary, read the minutes of the last annual 
general meeting, which were duly confirmed. 

Mr. Peter Martel, Treasurer, read the financial statement which 
showed that the subscriptions amounted to £13 5s. There was a 
balance in hand of £5 9s. 814d. as compared to £2 17s. 5/¢d., the 
amount of last year’s balance. 


Mr. A. Le Patourel read the annual report, which stated that the 
past year on the whole had treated local farmers kindly. The winter 
was exceedingly wet and cold and consequently vegetation was 
backward in starting. The spring and summer were not ideal, the 
weather being unsettled, and considerable difficulty was experi- 
enced in harvesting the hay and corn crops. It was doubtful 


_ whether the former would prove of more than medium quality when 


cut from the rick. The pastures, however, yielded an abundance 
of grass, which, though perhaps succulent, lacked nutriment some- 
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what. Roots on the whole were lower in weight than in average 
years, and mangolds may be deficient in sugar owing to the unpro- 
pitious weather and deficiency of sunshine. Cattlebreeders had 
reason to congratulate themselves on the briskness of the foreign 
export cattle trade. It would not be amiss to advise breeders to 
pay more attention to the breeding of cattle, which did not merely 
mean the raising of a certain number in haphazard fashion without 
ascertaining something about the merits of the ancestry of the bull, 
and to recommend that the same attention be given to the breeding 
of heifers, which was often omitted on the possible chance that 
they would be exported prior to calving, and that the breeding of 
their calves would be of no object. That was, however, a short- 
sighted policy because such calves were no credit to them as breeders 
and were simply a discredit to the Guernsey breed of cattle in 
whatever country they may be imported, and may shut the door to 
repeat orders. It was acknowledged by intelligent and successful 
breeders of cattle that the bull was “half the herd.’ But that 
depended on the prepotency of the bull. Hence it may be considered 
that a bull who had proved himself to be the sire of offspring of more 


than average merit, would figure as the ‘making of the herd.”’ | 
On the other hand, the bull who had failed to produce good stock | 


would prove to be the “unmaking of the herd.”’ 

The Treasurer’s statement and the Secretary’s report were 
adopted ‘‘nem con.”’ 

The election of officers was then proceeded with, the chairman 


intimating that he did not wish to be reélected. He felt very 


greatly honoured in being their President for seven successive 


years, but the time had now arrived for the Association to elect his | 


successor. He did not believe in life-long appointments, no matter 
what the position was. He then vacated the chair, which was 
taken by Mr. T. M. Simon, Vice-chairman, who was unanimously 


elected to the Chairmanship. Mr. Simon reluctantly accepted | 


the office. Mr. James Le Page was elected as Vice-chairman, Vice | 


Mr. Simon, while Messrs. Martel and Le Patourel were reélected 


as Hon. Treasurer and Hon. Secretary, respectively. Mr. Mauger | 
was elected to take the place of Mr. James Le Page on the Com- | 


mittee. The Committee were reélected as follows: Messrs. J. G. 
Browning, J. F. de Garis, F. Jehan, J. Le Page, T. Langlois, T. R. 
Gallienne, and the Hon. C. R. Molesworth. 


The meeting proceeded to revise the rules, and it was decided 
to alter Rule 6 to read that the annual meeting of the Association 
should be held in the month of January instead of during the first 
fortnight in January. An alteration was made in Rule 10, to the 
end that non-members should be debarred from competing for any 
of the special prizes offered by the Association, the said membership 
to date the montly prior to competition. It was further resolved 
that the winner of a challenge cup should hold the same till the 
month prior to the next competition. 


Mr. Mauger asked whether it was satisfactory to award the 
challenge cups and special prizes at the Whitsuntide Show. It 
must be evident that the same animals must take away all the prizes 
There was a feeling that it would be desirable to offer the special 
prizes on some other day—for instance, at the King’s Prize Show. 

Mr. Le Page said that there was room for two shows a year. The 
parent society should be asked to have a show in August. 

After further discussion the meeting resolved to approach the 
Royal Guernsey Agricultural and Horticultural Society to ask 
them to hold their show in August, the Farmers’ Association being 
desirous to offer their prizes other than at the Whitsuntide meeting 


Mr. Mauger complained that they had no regular butter test. 
Their present system was altogether antiquated and out of date, 
and he thought that the time had arrived when the testing should 
be carried out on the same lines as in the United States. Someone 
should be appointed to supervise officially the test, and he should 
be paid by some recognized body. Moreover the animals should 
be tested not once in three months, but once a month. It was not 


| satisfactory to ask a man to get up early in the morning and to walk 


two or three miles to test an animal and to go again in the evening 
for the same purpose, and to continue the performance for three 
consecutive days. He moved that the matter be placed before the 
Agricultural Society who should be asked to deal with it on modern 
lines. 


Mr. F. de Garis seconded and the meeting agreed. 


No other business was brought forward, and the meeting ter- 
minated about 12.15.

ROYAL GUERNSEY AGRICULTURAL AND HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY 
ANNUAL MEETING, JANUARY 31, 1911. 


There was a large attendance of members of the R. G. A. and H.S. 
at the annual meeting held in the Y. M. C. A. room, States Arcade, 
on Tuesday afternoon. Mr. W. Mauger, one of the Vice-Presidents, 
presided, and opened the proceedings at 2.30 by expressing his regret. 
that the President (Colonel W. Bell) was ill and that the senior Vice- 
President (Mr. O. Priaulx) was out of the island. 

Mr. Henry Carré, Secretary and Treasurer, read the minutes of 
the last annual general meeting which were adopted, as were also 
the minutes of the extraordinary general meeting held on November 
10. Mr. Carré next read the annual report and financial statement. 
It was shown that the excess of income over expenditure was £151 7s. 
10d. There was a credit of £889 14s. on the current account. 

Mr. J. Le Page having moved the adoption of the report, 

Mr. Charles Kitts rose to point out the impossibility of the mem- 
bers grasping the details of the balance sheet by merely having it 
read at the meeting. There was an immense quantity of figures, and 
the ramifications of the accounts were extraordinary. In a case 
where there was a large sum of money concerned it would be in the 
interests of everybody to have the financial statement printed in 
the newspapers or circulated in some other way before the meeting 
was held. 

The chairman said that they might alter the rules of the Society 
so that the annual meeting should be held at a later date. They 
could then comply with the wishes of those who were of the 


' opinion that they should see the accounts beforehand, and they could 


get the accounts printed and sent out to every member with 
the notice convening the meeting. (Applause.) But the rules of 
the Society would have to be changed before that could be done. 
At present the rules laid down that the annual meeting must be 
held during the month of January, and it was only on Saturday 
that the Secretary received the audited balance sheet from the 
auditors, so that it was impossible to have it before. He admitted 
that it was very difficult to grasp the figures at the meeting and it 
might be desirable that every member should be in possession of the 
balance sheet so as to be able to analyze the figures before he came 
to the annual meeting. . 

Mr. R. H. Allen asked for an explanation with regard to the pay- 
ment of £75 architect’s fees. 

The Chairman stated it was in connection with plans prepared 
regarding the Beau Séjour estate. In the meantime the estate had 
been let to a private individual, and the plans were now in the office, 
open for the inspection of any member who liked to see them. 

Mr. J. Rossiter Gibbons inquired if the Committee had considered 
the advisability of increasing the Reserve Fund. 


The Chairman remarked that it was a question for the meeting to 
consider what should be done with the £889 14s. which stood at the 
credit of the Society from the current account. 
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Mr. Gibbons moved that £750 be transferred from the current 
account to the reserve account. (Applause.) 

Mr. J. Ogier seconded, and the resolution was adopted. It was 
further resolved that the question of depositing the money be left 
for the Committee to decide. 

Colonel Bell, on the motion of Mr. H. Carré, seconded by Mr. 
Foote was reélected President. 

Four gentlemen were nominated for the office of Vice-Presidents, 
and the result of the voting was as follows: Messrs. W. Mauger 76 
votes; O. Priaulx 72; John Carré 71; and Colonel Le Mottée 14. 
The first three were declared elected. 

Nominations were then taken for the Committee, and the follow- 
ing were elected

Proposed alterations of rules were then discussed. 

Mr. H. Britten called attention to Rule 10, which gave every 
subscriber of £1 the right to attend all Committee meetings and vote. 


vote in Committee could be purchased for a pound, and every pound 
spent nullified the vote of a member elected on the Committee. He 
proposed to so amend the rule that subscribers of £1 or above, or 
donors of £10, should still retain the right to attend all Committee 
meetings but that they should not have the power to vote. 

The Chairman pointed out that in Jersey the man who governed 
the Society was the man who paid his pound. 


Mr. John Le Page contended that the rule had worked very well 
in the past, and he thought no danger would arise through retaining 

Mr. J. Rossiter Gibbons did not think that the rule had presented 
any difficulties in the past. It would not encourage a man to pay 
a pound to the Society if he were not to be allowed to vote at the 
meetings, even if he were permitted to attend. 

Jurat Hocart thought it would be a very good thing if there were 
some more members elected on the Committee by the payment of 
£1. He hoped the rule would be retained in the form it stood. 

Some 21 members voted in favor of the suggested alteration, but 
there was a larger number against it, and the motion was therefore 
defeated. 

Speaking in French, Mr. H. Dorey, of the Castel, sought to amend 
Rule 25 with the object of having the prizes awarded within one 
month of the show. 

After discussion it was decided that the resolution should be 
“sursis,”’ pending an adjourned general meeting. 

A proposal was brought forward by Mr. J. Rossiter Gibbons to 
amend Rule 25 to the end that that rule should not be broken without 
the consent in writing of a majority of two-thirds of the members, 

The motion was defeated by 33 votes against 31. 


While Mr. Britten was asking the meeting to adopt a new rule that 
all proposed additions to a rule must be sent to the Secretary not 
later than the fourteen days before the date of the meeting, and was 
advocating the principle of members being furnished with an agenda, 
Mr. R. Gibbons moved the adjournment of the meeting. 


Mr. James Le Page moved as an amendment that the meetin 
be adjourned for an hour. 8 

Eventually the majority of members voted for a continuance of 
the meeting, which proceeded. 

A slight alteration was made on the suggestion of Mr, J. Carré to 
insert the word ‘Branch’ in the annual report between the words 
‘fAlderney Herd Book”’ and ‘“‘being now recognized.” 

Amendments and alterations of rules were fully considered, and 
it was decided to add to Rule 2 after the words “shall be registered, * 

“Well reine that suchstock shall beon the island orits depend- 
encies.’ 

A proposal was made but it was defeated, to amend Rule 5, add- 
ing ‘‘that a correct record must be kept by all owners of every service 
of a bull and that such record book should be at all times open to 
the inspection of the members of the Herd Book Council.” 

To Rule 6 was added the words “said penalty to be paid by the 
seller instead of the purchaser.” 

At 6.45 the meeting was adjourned until tomorrow week.

The Connecticut Dairymen’s Association held their 31st 
annual meeting in Hartford, Jan. 17-19. 

The weather was favorable and all sessions well attended. 
Unity hall was tastefully decorated and presented an invit- 
ing appearance. Directly in front and on the stage was a 
well arranged display of milk, cream and butter. Around 
the galleries appropriate banners were hung. 

Some of the sentiments were as follows : Connecticut’s three 
greatest C’s—Clover, Corn and Cows. A Good Reader—A 
Good Breeder. A Good Feeder, That is a Dairyman. 
Heifers become Cows, are yours growing fast enough. 
Raise cows to sell anywhere and stop buying cows from 
everywhere. Agriculture is the noblest calling of man. 
Dairying its most important feature. Twenty thousand farm- 
ers were reported as engaged in the dairy business in Con- 
necticut, and the importance of the association to them was 
duly emphasized. 

Resolutions were passed urging legislation in regard to a 
test for all cattle entering the state. 


In the hall below the audience room there was a good ex- | 


hibit of dairy machinery. Separators of many makes and a 
variety of appliances for handling milk, from the patented 
milk pail for receiving it till it reaches the consumers hands, 
all were here, for the dairymen’s inspection. 

The first things seen as one approached the hall outside 
were three manure spreaders of different type. The first 
step in producing milk is fertile soil. The last display 
noticed on leaving and in a room to itself was the milk, 
cream and butter entered for competition. Liberal prizes 
had been offered for the finished product of the dairymen’s 


skill. As we would expect, we find Guernsey products 
among the first prize winners. H. E. Clark of Biscoe Farm, © 


Middlebury, Ct., won first on cream, with a score of 99. H. 
B. Cornwall of Meriden, first on milk with score of 99. Fred 
J. Baldwin, first on butter with a score of 9734. 

The Guernsey Cattle Club had a booth well stocked with 
literature and the pictures and records of noted Guernseys 
attracted much attention. In addition to the literature dis- 
tributed a goodly number registered a desire that more in- 
formation be forwarded them from the office. Numberless 
inquiries regarding the breed and where cattle can be pur- 
chased were answered by the Club representative and Guern- 
sey breeders who made this their headquarters. It would 
be interesting to know how many who were on the fence and 
undecided what breed to adopt have decided upon the Guern- 
sey after a visit tothe Guernsey booth. That many have done 
o is well known. The audience room was well filled rights 
through and the speakers had appreciative listeners. 

One of the questions asked during the meetings was 
whether a cow giving only 5000 Ibs. of milk was being kept 
at aloss. It was answered in the affirmative and the state- 
ment made that she should be replaced with a cow giving 
at least 6000 Ibs. Secretary J. G. Schwink, Jr., of Meriden, 
who has a fine herd of high-grade Guernseys told the writer 
he had a Guernsey grade that had given nearly three times 
5000 lbs. in a year. The grade Guernsey is a much sought 
after cow by the man who wishes to produce a high-class 
product at the maximum profit. 

Prof. J. W. Sanborn of New Hampshire in his address on 
“Essential Points in Cost of Milk Production,” gave some very 


interesting figures on the cost of keeping cows. His figures | 


were based upon the cost in his own herd of 150 cows. He 
itemized the amounts paid for food, labor, care and repairs. 
The sum of these gave $126.00 as the average cost of keep- 
ing each cow per year. 

Mr. Francisco, president of Fairfield Farm Dairy, N. J., 
brought out the fact that the difference between success and 
failure depended largely upon the one word “Care.” Care 
in selecting, breeding, feeding, handling and selling.

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Jottings of the Guernsey World. 
GUERNSEYS AND EDUCATION. 


Your readers may be interested in a report of 45 Guern- 
sey heifers imported last April by Mr. Meeker and sold to 
Mr. Marks, president of the Diamond Rubber Co. of Akron, 
Ohio. Mr. Marks had absorbed Guernsey enthusiasm from 
Mr. Barber who had just imported 100 Guernseys and had 
bought the Beidler herd and a large herd from Delaware. 
After some investigation, Mr. Marks decided that the devel- 
opment of a Guernsey herd would require more time and 
personal attention than he was prepared to give. He there- 
fore decided to lease the cattle for a term of three years to 
some practical dairy farmers. This gave Mr. Marks time to 
study Guernsey cattle and the dairy business before invest- 
ing money in dairy barns and equipment and incurring the 
trouble and expense of hiring herdsmen, buying fee, etc. 

The reports sent to Mr. Marks each month show what the 
milk and butter fat production is from each cow, and what 
feed she has consumed. He receives one half the calves as 
a clear return on his investment. If a cow dies she is to be 
replaced by a calf from the undivided stock, thus keeping 
the capital unimpaired. After three years he will know what 
cows are worth hiring men to feed, because official records 
are to be made on all the cows and they are to be fed and 
cared for according to my directions. 

The heifers ranged in age from ten to thirty months. 
Thirty-five of them had been bred to the great bulls on the 
island. One of them dropped a calf in quarantine and 
twenty others produced calves during the summer and 
autumn. Some of them gave over thirty pounds of milk 
per day at the start which for two-year-old heifers not yet 
acclimated we consider very good. Of the twenty-one calves 
dropped twenty are fine strong calves. One came prema- 
turely. 

tote of the heifers that were bred before shipment were 
not in calf and some of them have not yet settled. 


Two of the twenty-one heifers in milk have bad shaped 
udders with small teats. As they are not heavy producers | 
we expect to send them to the butcher. Three others have > 
short teats but as they give a good flow of milk we shall | 
keep them. All the others have good shaped udders, well | 
placed teats and are perfectly gentle and easy to milk. If | 
their sons get calves like them they will improve almost any | 
herd. 

Here are the records these cows made in December, an 
average of four months after calving, under fair farm care, 
milked twice per day, and fed silage, clover, hay, ground 
corn, oats and bran.

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These tests were made by Mr. R. B. Kirkead, a graduate 
of Missouri Agricultural College and authorized by Purdue 
University to do official testing. He has charge of the cow 
testing work on the farms co-operating with the Agricultural 
Academy at Bloomingdale. 

These cattle are leased to three farmers each of whom 
has grade Jersey, grade Holstein, and native cows kept un- 
der the same conditions as the Guernseys. The production 
of the two-year-old Guernsey heifers is a little larger than 
that from the grades, most of which are mature cows. The 
milk from Guernseys and grades is weighed every day. Sam- 
ples are taken once each month and tested by Mr. Kirkead 
so it is no guess work to say that Guernsey heifers are bet- 
ter than mature grade cows. 

The farmers who were fortunate enough to secure these 
Guernseys on lease without cash outlay are quite enthusias- 
tic over the prospects and are taking excellent care of the 
calves. The bull calves are bigger and better developed 
than the fine one we bought from Mrs. Strawbridge which is 


three months older. Any of your readers who know how | 


well Mrs. Strawbridge grows her calves will appreciate what 
this means. 

The calf bought to head the Diamond herd combines the 
Glenwood, Dairymaid, and Selma strains and is a fine indi- 
vidual with the records of his six nearest dams averaging 
over 600 pounds of fat per year. His dam, Marguerite, 
Mrs. Strawbridge says, is the best she has ever bred. She 
is sired by Dairymaid’s Glenwood, a full brother of the 
champion Dairymaid of Pinehurst.

Quite near, in fact too close, to the 
milk, was an exhibit of tuberculosis. 
Eleven head of reacting animals were 
slaughtered in an adjacent building and 
the diseased parts used for demonstra- 
tion purposes. These gruesome object 
lessons showing the gravity of the situa- 
tion must eventually bear fruit in public 
sentiment. 

Quite a little expense was incurred to 
get a dozen milch cows for the model 
dairy. 

The modern sanitary stable and milk 
room, attracted no little attention espec- 
ially when compared with the “Bug Run 
Dairy” just across the aisle. The latter 
was an old shack with loose boards and 
corn stalk roof of the most shiftless kind 
and contained a typical scrub cow. Milk 
and manure were in close proximity. 
The supposed tenant owner was on hand 
in charge of cow and stable with dirty 
clothes and boots. 

The contrast between these two con- 
ditions for producing milk could not fail 
of making a lasting impression upon 
both producer and consumer. Four 
Jerseys, and two each of Guernseys and 
Holsteins were used for demonstration 
purposes. 

Representatives of the Guernsey, Jer- 


_ sey and Holstein Cattle Clubs each had . 


booths near the cattle and distributed 
literature pointing out the merits of their 
respective breeds. 

The growing popularity of the Guern- 
sey was amply testified to by the large 
number of people who stopped to see the 
pictures of noted Guernseys. 

A large amount of literature was given 
the people to take home and more than 
one thousand registered a desire that 
more information about the breed be 
mailed them. It is safe to assert that 
through this publicity work more people 
in Ohio have learned of the merits of the 
Guernsey cow than ever before in the 
history of the state. The desire for in- 
formation along this line is in harmony 
with the general sentiment in the state 
for agricultural improvement and educa- 
tion. 

The Ohio house has passed the Cahill 
bill which has already passed the senate, 
providing for the compulsory teaching of 
agriculture in the common schools of 
villages and townships. This measure 
was advocated for the purpose of en- 
couraging a “back-to-the-farm move- 
ment.” The Huber bill, just passed, 
providing for compulsory teaching of 
agriculture in the High schools, makes 
a connecting link to and preparation for 
the Ohio State University. 

The most commendable feature of the 
corn show was that the educational side 
was in the fore front throughout the en- 
tire two weeks. 

Every day had its free public meetings 
on live topics, with educators and speak-

n the same |subject, H. W. wi; 
stated that while sentiment and theo 
might favor a “rational ration,” the 
fact remained that every member present 
would pay more for an animal with lar 
records in its ancestry than he would 
for one with small records. 

Geo. W. Kimball, Jr., of Pontiac, a 
young breeder who is grading up hig 
herd, stated that some really astonishing 
results could be secured by the use of a 
Guernsey sire upon a herd of ordina 
cows. Seven grade heifers now in his 
herd were doing remarkably well. Dur. 
ing the past year he had kept a record 
of their production, and the average milk 
production per cow was 6,500 lbs., and 
the butterfat production over 300 pounds, 

Just before the close of the meeting, 
Geo. H. Brownell, editor of The Michi- 
gan Dairy Farmer, spoke briefly to the 
members ; stating that his acquaintance 
among them was not as large as among 
the members of the two other breed 
organizations, but that he wanted to get 
better acquainted with the Guernsey men, 
He assured the members that his paper 
was published in the interests of the 
economical dairy cow, regardless of 
breed, and that he was willing to do 
everything for the advancement of the 
Guernsey cow as well as of the Jersey 
and Holstein. He stated that the col- 
umns of his paper were at all times open 
to Guernsey breeders for the publication 
of any news items or pictures of Guern- 
sey animals or herds.—Michigan Dairy 
Farmer. 


An Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion was organized with Mr. E, H. Baker 
of Cleveland as President, and Mr. Chas. 
H. Drission of Coalburg, as Sec’y-Treas. 

This means much for Guernsey inter- 
ests in the State, and directed by such 
experienced and enthusiastic breeders a 
bright future is predicted for the associ- 
ation. 

The Jersey and Holstein breeders in 
the State each have their local organiza- 
tion working in the interest of their 
breeds. At one of their meetings Prof. 
Eckles of Missouri delivered an address 
in which he urged the adoption of Adv. 
Reg. work along the lines of that done 
by the Guernsey Cattle Club. He stated 
that he had been unable to get a single 
one of their breeders to conduct a yearly 
test similar to what the Guernsey breed- 
ers were doing. 

A spirited discussion ensued after the 
address, which was finally summed up 
by a prominent dealer and exhibitor who 
stated that “he was willing the other fel- 
low should conduct yearly tests but he 
was too lazy to.” 

Guernsey breeders can well feel proud 
of their Adv. Reg. work and that it sets 
the standard for all other breeds. 
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whichis taken in horticulture. This . 
show was visited by His Excellency, 
the Lieut.-Governor, and by a large 
number of visitors. 

The Michaelmas show of young 
bulls and pigs was held on the 
Fairfield on Thursday, September 
22, 17 bulls being entered for com- 
petition, some of them very fine 
specimens of the breed. The pigs 
were about the same as In previous 


years. 

The Autumn Poultry, and Fat 
Cattle Shows were held in Novem- 
ber and December, and again gave 
fair results. 

The shows for awarding the cups 
presented by His Majesty, the King, 
was held on the Fairfield in Au- 
gust, several bulls and cows being 
entered. The winners were: Bulls—Clara’s Sequel, belonging to 
Mr. Alfred Le Patourel; Alderney II., belonging to Mr. J. W. 
Martel; Cows—La Fleur du Jardin XII., belonging to Mr. Ernest 
de Garis, Castel. 


THE HERD BOOK. 


The Herd Book work has been carried on the same as in previous 
years. We have held six local shows at which several animals have 
been registered, about 1,200 calves have been registered during the 
year. The export trade has been very good, 566 animals, includ- 
ing 69 from Alderney, having been exported to England and a few 
to France. 

At a general meeting held on the 23d of July, it was resolved to 
admit all animals imported from Alderney and register them on 
our Herd Book in the same category as they were registered on the 
Alderney Herd Book, also that the Herd Books of both islands 
should in future be carried out as the Herd Book of the Bailiwick of 
Guernsey—‘‘Guernsey Branch,” “Alderney Branch.”’ This resolu- 
tion having been accepted by the A. G. C. C., and the Alderney 
Herd Book being now recognized in the United States, enables 
cattle to be shipped direct from Alderney to the United States. 

At the last annual general meeting it was resolved that in future 
the accounts of the Society were to be audited by chartered account- 
ants. Messrs. J. J. Burnett and Sons, having been engaged by your 
Committee, have audited the accounts for 1910.

R. G. A. AND H. S. ADJOURNED GENERAL MEETING 


IMPORTANT 


The annual general meeting, adjourned from January 31, was held 
Thursday afternoon in the Y. M. C. A. Room, States Arcade. The 
meeting was called for 2.30 but it was nearly 2.45 before the proceed- 
ings opened. There were then some 60 members present, but this 
number was considerably added to early in the course of the meeting 
until there were about 100 present. Questions dealing principally 
with the Herd Book and cattle affairs were discussed at length, some 
of which had been touched upon at the first meeting. The cattle- 
breeding section of the Society was largely represented and some 
drastic alterations of rules were passed. 

In opening the meeting Mr. O. Priaulx announced that the Presi- | 
dent, Col. W. Bell, would not be present, and proposed that Mr. W. 
Mauger take the chair, especially as he had presided over the former | 
meeting. 

Mr. Mauger having taken the chair, said that they had adjourned | 
in the midst of a proposition being made by Mr. R. Gibbons. Per- | 
haps Mr. Gibbons would resume where he left off. 

Mr. J. R. Gibbons stated that his proposition related to the mod- | 
ification of a rule dealing with registration. 

After announcing the proposed alterations, Mr. Gibbons was 
asked by the chairman if he had the proposition in writing. 

Mr. Gibbons in reply said the written proposition had been mislaid 
but he was rewriting it. 

In order to give time to Mr. Gibbons, another alteration to a rule | 
was dealt with. This had been introduced by Mr. H. Britten. In 
reintroducing his suggestion, Mr. Britten said his proposition ought 
not to be very contentious. It simply meant to get the members 
more interested in the business of the general meetings, which in the 
past had often been sparsely attended. He proposed that all prop- 
ositions, suggestions, or alterations to rules, should be sent to the 
Secretary not later than January 15 in order that they might be 
included in the agenda, after discussion by the Committee. 

Mr. C. Kitts pointed out the difficulty of printing the balance sheet 
to present to the members on the agenda. He thought it would be 
better to alter the date and suggested the latter end of February. 

The chairman pointed out that the holding of the general meeting 
at a later date than at present (the last week in January) would 
delay the production of the schedules for the year, which were drawn 
up by the committee elected at the general meeting. 

Mr. James Le Page thought it better that the rule should remain | 
as at present.

DECISIONS 


Mr. J. Stranger asked if the balance sheet could not be presented 
on the agenda without altering the date. 

Mr. H. Carré, Secretary, stated that some accounts did not come 
in until well on in January. 

Mr. A. H. Brice pointed out that the inclusion of the balance sheet 
would probably only mean delaying the meeting by one week. 

Mr. Kitts did not mind about the date so long as the agenda con- 
tained the balance sheet. 

Mr. J. Carré and Mr. O. Priaulx also took part in the discussion. 

Eventually the resolution, slightly amended, was put to the meet- 
ing. In effect the rule will read that in future the annual general 
meeting will be held before the 14th of February and that before 
the meeting the members will be supplied with an agenda of the 


_ business of the meeting; all alterations to rules, suggestions and 


propositions to be sent to the secretary before January 15. 

Messrs. J. A. Tostevin and C. B. Blampied having been appointed 
vote counters, the proposition was put to the meeting and carried, 
only three voting against. 

Mr. Gibbons having written out his proposed alterations of rules, 
then read the first. This had reference to the registration of bulls 
and sought to make the rule more stringent in order to make records 
clearer and more reliable. 

Considerable discussion ensued, Messrs. A. J. Hocart, T. M. Simon, 
O. Priaulx, John Le Page, T. Ogier, W. Foote and J. Carré taking part. 

On being put to the meeting the alteration was carried. 

Two other suggestions dealing with details of Herd Book regis- 
tration and fees for searching for old records, to be paid to the 
Secretary, as well as fines for negligence in sending in certificates, to 
be paid to the Society, were also adopted. A similar suggestion 
with regard to fines for faulty filling in of details in the forms was 
lost by a majority of three. 

The chairman hoped, although Mr. Gibbons’ amendment had 
been lost, that great care would be exercised in filling in the details 
of registry forms. He said it had come to the knowledge of the Herd 
Book Council that certain members of the Society had affixed their 
names to forms as verifiers of calves who had never seen the animals. 
If any member was unable or unwilling to see the calf, he should 
He hoped there would be no more of these reports 


Mr. Gibbons brought forward a proposition to reduce the Herd 
(Continued on page 56) 
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Book fees. When the Herd Book was first started it needed a stiff 
fee to put it on a satisfactory foundation. Now that they had a 
reserve fund of nearly £1,000 they might alter the fees. He pro- 
posed that all members of the Society or Herd Book should pay a 
5s. foundation fee and a fee of 2s. for each entry. 

Mr. G. Ogier proposed that the Herd Book membership be discon- 
tinued altogether and those who wanted the yearly copy of the book 
should pay for it directly. 

Mr. Mauger pointed out that the great difficulty was concerning 
the printing of the Herd Book. In the old days numbers of copies 
were printed and few sold. Thisinvolved great loss. Now the Herd 
Book subscription included a free presentation copy of the book and 
they thus knew how many copies to print. 

Mr. C. Kitts also brought forward an amendment dealing with 
the same subject only slightly different in principle. He suggested 
that the advantages and use of the Herd Book be open to all members 
of the Society without subscription, a small charge being made for 
“A” and “D” form blanks. A subscription of 5s. would entitle the 
member to a copy of the book and free certificate blanks. 

Mr. James Le Page having proposed to sursis the last two resolu- 
tions, until certain propositions of the Farmers’ Association had 
been considered, it was put to the meeting and the sursis was nega- 
tived by a majority of one. 

Mr. Gibbons’ proposition was put and lost by a large margin. 

Mr. Kitts’ suggestion followed and was carried by a large majority. 

In introducing the Farmers’ Association’s propositions, the 
chairman said they had been considered by the Committee and 
discussed. The Committee had decided to bring these before the 
general meeting. 

Mr. H. Carré then read the communication from the Secretary 
of the Farmers’ Association. Four suggestions were made: (a) To 
hold a second cattle show at the end of August; (b) More satis- 
factory methods for milk and butter tests; (c) The raising of the 
maximum fee for service of bulls to 10s., and subsidizing the five 
best young bulls in the island; (d) Herd Book members only 
should be allowed to vote on Herd Book questions, administrative 
or financial. 

The chairman, taking the four propositions in order, said it was 
suggested to hold two shows instead of one. The Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation pointed out that there were many fine animals debarred 
from competing at the Whitsuntide Show owing to calving at such 
a time as prevented them being in show condition at Whitsuntide. 
They suggested also that the young bull show held at Michaelmas 
should be included, that their special cups should be competed for 
at this second show, and also that the King’s Cup might be competed 
for. The Farmers’ Association were sincere in their suggestions, 
having as their object the improvement of the island breed. 

Mr. A. Le Patourel, the Secretary of the Farmers’ Association, 
spoke in the same strain, adding that an August show would relieve 


the congestion at the spring show. As for the question of finance, | 


they should remember that the cattle breeders had brought in £461 
to the Society’s funds during the past year. 

Mr. Simon, the President of the F. A., thought an autumn show 
would help all the farmers in Guernsey. 

Mr. O. Priaulx protested that if extra contributions were given to 
the farmers, the other sections, the horticulturists and poultry 
fanciers would also want a bit out of their contributions. He had 
no objection to a second show, but thought the farmers should 
follow the example of the Game Fowl Club and the Orpington 
Club and provide special prizes among themselves. 

Mr. Mauger expressed himself as directly opposed to Mr. Priaulx. 
He was afraid that if the farmers were not granted a second show 
it would lead to their complete severance from the parent Society. 

Mr. H. Smith suggested that a second show be held and that 
extra grants of £15 be made to each of the sections for prize money. 

This suggestion was received with derisive laughter by the 
farmers.

Messrs. Mauger, James Le Page, R. Gibbons, H. Dorey and 
J. Carré took part in the discussion and ultimately three propositions 
were placed before the meeting by Mr. H. Smith, Mr. J. R. Gibbons 
and Mr. H. Dorey. The proposition of the latter, ‘‘ that a second 
show be held in the last week in August, in place of the Michaelmas 
show, and all arrangements be left to the Committee,’”’ was carried 
by a large majority. 

Lengthy discussion took place on the suggested improved butter 
test, Mr. Le Patourel pointing out that the present method was not 
considered satisfactory in America. It gave a fair idea but was not 
sufficiently accurate. 

Eventually, on the proposition of Mr. H. Smith, the matter was 
referred to the Committee. 

Clause C suggested raising the service fee of bulls to 10s. and asked 
that a sum of £100 be set aside as a subsidy for the five best young 
bulls in the Island. 

After much discussion it was decided on a proposition by Mr. 
Gibbons, that the fee remain as it is (5s.) and the Committee con- 
sider the best means for enforcing the rule, it being confessed that 
there were ways of evading it at present. 

The question of subsidy was abandoned, on a proposition by 
Mr. H. Smith. 

On Clause D. which sought to limit the voting on Herd Book 
matters to Herd Book members, Mr. Brice pointed out that there 
was now no Herd Book membership, the alteration of the rule by 
Mr. Kitts’ proposition having entirely done away with the Herd 
Book membership, as such. 

The chairman ruled that this interpretation was correct and 
therefore the suggestion fell to the ground. 

Another important alteration to rules was made on the proposi- 
tion of Mr. Dorey, dealing with the payment of prizes in certain 
classes of cattle competitions. According to the old rules some 
of these prizes were not paid for nearly a year after they had been 
competed for, the object being to keep the animals in the island 


during the prescribed period, under pain of forfeiture of the prize. |

It was decided that in future such long periods should not be 
enforced and that the prizes should be awarded during the year 
in which they were won. This motion was carried by a large 
majority. 

This was the last item of business discussed and the meeting 
concluded at a few minutes before six o’clock.—Guernsey Press.

test, we have a slightly different result; not as large a percentage 
being two months or over in calf. Many cows with big records have 
not been bred until the close of their year’s work, but it seems 
reasonable to expect a cow to be at least two months in calf, and it 
is yet uncertain to report them safely in calf in less time. I have 
therefore selected this period on which to base my figures for this 
article. 

The cows of all ages which were two months in calf during the 

test produced butter-fat in the following amounts per year: 
90.5 per cent. produced 400 to 450 Ibs. 
92.2 per cent. produced 450 to 500 Ibs. 
90.8 per cent. produced 500 to 550 Ibs. 
85.4 per cent. produced 550 to 600 Ibs. 
79 per cent. produced 650 Ibs. and up. 

Taking the above report to be correct we have the following results; 
The association reports over 95 per cent. of the record cows in calf 
before the close of the test. Barring out those cows reported in 
calf, but not found to have been two months in calf, the records 
show that 90 per cent. is a good average. It would seem then, that 
records of 400 and 500 Ibs. of butter fat can be made without impair- 
ing the cow’s capacity as a breeder, with careful feeding and man- 
agement; but when a cow is forced to 550 and 600 Ibs. of fat per 
year, there is great danger of making her a non-breeder. These 
figures have been worked out with Guernsey cattle, as the Guernsey 
Association is the only one giving the data required for the above 
information.
